Th» New York Herald publishes » 


lang dispatch from Washington, tailing 
the President bow he c&n retrieve bia 
mistakes. Ita principal advice ia to taka 
th» peopla into hi« confldenoe. It gives 
tba following interview, published in a 
southern paptr, with Lawrence Barrett, 
describing hia recant visit to the Preai- 
dent: "I spent a day with him a abort 
time ago, when I was in Washington, 
and really ha presents a pathetic picture. 
A strong man fighting alone the great 
battle to which he ia pledged. Ridiculed 
by his enemies and doubted by hia 
friends he feels his position keenly. 'I 
hare made mistakes. I see them, many 
of them, and could kick myself when I 
think about them, bat I am only human 
and as liable to err as any other men. 
I get no generous sympathy and honest 
patriotic counsel, and all I hear ia bick- 
ering strife and fault-finding among 
scheming politicians, who hare no other 
aim thin to get themselves and friends 
in office. But for th» occasional wave 
of popular indorsement that breaks iis 
way oter the reefs of office seekers and 
politicians that hedge m» about, and 
cornea to m* like a season of refresh- 
ment and a cry of God-speed fresh from 
the people, I should break down, heart- 
sick and discouraged.

TheBalletin says it almost aeema as 


if ther« is but one name in the Repub- 
lican party which will stay before the 
people. Mr. Blaine has not been per- 
sonally Tiaable in Washington this Win- 
ter, bat his spiri'. is there. It comes 
between Edmunds and Sherman and 
Logan and the white mansion upon 
which their eyea are longingly filed. 
One cause for this popularity is the 
sympathy Mr. Blame has always shown 
for the tnasses.

If it has been re- 
stricted I am ia favor of baring it re- 
sumed."

The Walker Lake Bulletin rays; 
The mining interests of Nevada may 


b* said to be born again. 
With the 


demonstration that deep mining ia prof- 
itable, and that where ledges are rich on 
the surface the depths also contain 
precious nitals, few, if any, of the 
mine* now bring worked will be aban- 
doned for a temporary loss of bonanza. 
Invention is also doing much towards 
making mining easier and more profita- 
ble. 
Hew methods of redaction and 


concentration are relieving the miner of 
much expense and loss, and a general 
revival is the consequence. The great- 
est burden that mining has bad to bear 
has been the difficulty and cost of trans- 
portation, 
owing to the scarcity of 


wood and water, which rendered rc- 
dnetion at the mine impracticable. This 
was a heavy tax on the miner and ma- 
terially lessened his profit, which in 
most cases has prevented the working 
of valuable properties. Perhaps the 
most powerful ally that has coine to the 
aid of owners of mines that are distant 
from water is the new method of trans- 
mitting power by electricity. 
As with 


all new applications of old priuciples or 
discoveries o( other principles, the 
method of traQsu>i«sian * as at first re- 
garded suspiciously, bat nuccess has 
mad* it a fixed fact in practical physics 
anil manufactories in other countries 
are 
already 
carrying 
the power 


to 
the 
raw 
material. 
In 
thia 


Stat« it is proposed to take the power 
from the Trnckee river to Virginia, and 
recently, as will b* seen by a local item, 
Mr. Tiffany, the manager of the Aurora 
mines, has begun making arrangements 
for laying a wire from Walker Biver to 
Aurora. 


Many other places will avail them- 


selves of distant power, and much 
money heretofore spent in costly haul- 
ing will be saved fo' profit and mining 
development. 
A multitude of very 


rich mines now lie idle from caniws 
which this application of electricity 
will remove, and many more will be 
much more vigorously workfd when 
cheap power makes possible ths profits- 
bit reduction of low grid* ores. The 
era of real mining has, in lact, scarcely 
begun in Nevada. 
It will only be 


started wbaa all the immense deposits 
of mineral are made to jield profitable 
returns through the aiRiatnooe of ici- 
ence, und the dnwn is breaking; its 
glow will soon be seen in the increased 
production of gold and silver.

Wrave Venn for Arthur'* Lift. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—The reporti 


from the bedside of ex-President Ar- 
thur came apprehension among his 
friends in Washington. Notwithstand- 
ing all the cheering news that comes at 
times from General Arthur's family, it 
ia known that he is dangerously ill, and 
the conservative or rather evasive man- 
ner in which his physicians answer 
questions as to the sufferer's condition, 
only increases the feelings of alarm.

is known that before he left the Whit* 
House, statements to the contrary uot- 
withstanding, unmistakable aymptoma 
of organic disease of the kidneys hud 
manifested themselves, and by some 
who knew his condition best it was even 
predicted that he would not outlive bin 
term as President. 


A friend of the ex-President sam: 


" There is no doubt at all that he baa 
Bright's disease, ami h.s end is only a 
matter of a very little time. H« tna> 
rally a little, bat we don't cri-dit the IK 
ports that he will be aMe to t.ke a trip 
to Europe or nnvihing of that son. You 
know ibat lie overworked huiiavlt Hi the 
White House. H« k--pt vrry late hours, 
usually re irmglongaiur midnight. He 
was irregular about his ujrals, a. par- 
eutly curing nothing tb-mt hi» hraltb m 
his desire to keep up with the work of 
hia offies and entnrtiin his Irieude, 
Night after night of such a life oonld 
not full to have its effect upon the 
strongest oontt tution, and, although 
General Arthur 
entered 
the White 


House in almost perfect physical con- 
dition, he passed many hours of suffer- 
ing before he left it.

When the membera of the great trans- 


continental pool fell out a few weeks 
ago, no one thought the cut in rate* 
would go at de«p or laat ai long as has 
been the case. There had been troubles 
before in the continental railroad family, 
bat they were soon healed, even before 
the patroni of the road had an opportu- 
nity to receive any benefits from the 
rupture. So whea in February tb* 
Atohison, Top«ka & Santa Fa Bailroad 
Company declined to continue in the 
pool any longer unless some satisfactory 
concessions were mads, tb* other mem-, 
bers treated the affair as a trivial matter 
that would aoon blow over. Som» con- 
cessions were offered soon after by the 
roads under the Sentbern Pacific sys- 
tem, 
but they did not cover the demand, 


and so were declined. Meantime the 
w»r in rate* baa gone on from day to 
day and from week to week, and appear* 
to be as far from settlement as ever. 
First class fares have been cut down 
from $135 to $25, and thousands who 
would never have thought of making 
the trip belore, have availed theoieelvea 
of the privilege of going across the 
country from east to west and west to 
east. 
Corresponding cuts have been 


miide in almost all cl»sse» of freight, 
anil this has been moved in greater 
volume than ever. The East has dumped 
its surplus products in the West, and 
the West has reciprocated the favor to 
the best of its ability. 


It is too early to foot up the losses to 


the railroad people from these radical 
and long continued cuts in fares and 
freights, for the end is not y*t. The 
volume of business has been immensely 
increased in the last few weeks, and 
that may in part compensate for the ua- 
precedentedly low rates. But if the 
railroad people were only making fair 
returns on capital under the old sched- 
ules, they must have lost many thou- 
sands of dollars of late, or during the 
existing cut m raten. It is known that 
the Central pacific Bailro»d Company 
has not pmd » dividend sine* February, 
1884. 
Previoua to that the road paid 


semi-annnal d.vtdeuils at tb" rule of 6 
per cent, per annum. The Union Pa- 
cific Kailroad Company paid only one 
dividend in 1881, aud that was in April, 
the rats being L% p--r cent. 
We do 


not know of a div.deud biuce. As these 
two lines have been the great factors in 
keeping up the transcontinental pool, it 
is probable that the other members of 
the pool have not done any belter by 
their stockholders. NOW on top of this 
logi of dividends, the roa Is must report 
a heavy decrease in net earnings as the 
result of the bitter war of tb* past few 
weeks. Of conrsx there will be an end 
10 all these troubles, but just bow mat- 
ters will terminate no one knows. It is 
a battle of giants, and the results must 
ba disastrous to all concerned, at least 
temporarily. 


Had the members of the Transconti- 


nental pool purposely planned the pres- 
ent campaign in oat rates, they could 
uot have done a better thing lor them- 
nelves. By this means people have 
vihited Ihe Pacific Coast wlio would 
never have come under other circum- 
stances, and otheis hnv« come so«ner 
than they expected 
It m probable that 


loost of those who hav» visited the coast 
us the result of low fates will ruturn. 
but they will never be aa contented to 
remain in tin- Atlantic States as before; 
and if they never come back here they 
will be the means of inducing others to 
gltx up their re8id»uce ou this coast.

\Vii..t tb* roads need most of all is to 
fiml cuiitomers for these lands, men who 
will lake thorn up, not for speculative 
porptmi-t, but for actual settlement and 
cultivation. E»»ry sale of tbis kind will 
add value to the unsold portions, and 
plant patrons of the roads at intervals 
Iro'n end to end. There are no» large 
stretches of road where no revenue of 
auy kind ia possible. These wasle places 
will be built up to some extent by the 
influx of population from the Atlantic 
States coast* q eut upon low fares. 


Long haul* are not profitable, either 


m the form of p.istangers or freight. If 
the trunk linos bad to depend entirely 
on their through business, they would 
have all been in bankruptcy before now. 
As lu trade, so iu railroading, the nim- 
ble sixpence is better than the slow shil- 
ling. In banking the short loan at a 
moderate rate of interest is better than 
th« flat loan for a long term at a higher 
rate; so in transportation, a thousand 
people or a thousand tons of freight car- 
ried short distances are better than 
larger traffic on a long pull.
